The  counseling  department,  under  the  direction  of  Don¬ 
ald  McMillan,  constantly  seeks  the  best  program  through 
which  students  may  learn  to  assume  the  responsibility  for 
intelligent  self-direction.

One  aspect  of  their  work  involves  the  testing  program.
